Mechanization Cited. 
As Must For Florida 
Agricultural Growth 


GAINESVILLE—More mechani- 
zation is stressed as one of the 
important needs in Florida agricul- 
ture by Dr. D. T. Kinard, head of 
the agricultural engineering de- 
partment for: the Agriciltural: Ex- 
periment Stations. | 

“For some agricultural opera-! 
tions we have rather efficient ma- 
chines,” he says, “but there are a 
number of jobs such as vegetable: 
and fruit Narvesting whieh still re-! 
quire large ihputs of hand labor.” 

Dr. Kinard says the greatest im- 
provements in mechanizing agri- 
culture’ have been made“in grain 
production. Not too long ago labor 
to produce the crop from an acre 
of wheat was 57 man-hours. Now 
the job is done with less than-2 
man-hours per acre. | 

Corn production has been me- 
chanizedy considerably, he adds, asl 
has cotton production. But much” 
less improment, in’terms of redir 
ing the production labor required, 
has been made in vegetables, fruit | 
crops, livestock: and tobacco. i 

“These, of course,” Dr. Kinard 
points out, “are among Florida's 
major agricultural enterprises and 
are of pgrticular interest to the 
Floridé Agricultural Experiment 
Stations.” . 

In citrus production, moving 
fruit from the grove to the pack- 
ing house or plant is fairly well | 
mechanized, but removing fruit 
from the tree is still done by hand. 
Experimental mechanical citrus 
harvesting is being carried on at; 
the Citrus Station at Lake Alfred. 

The Gainesville’ Station is doing 
experimental work on tobacco pro- 
duction, particularly on new meth- 
ods of curing. 

Other work is being done  on| 
questions , related to packing 
houses, potato procution, equip- 
ment for applying chemicals, hand- 
ling livestock feeds and water con- 
trol on some types of Florida soils. ; 

These and other questions are ofi 
impi t interest to Florida agri- 
culture because the research will 
have a bearing on the success of 
many production enterprises.

Foliage Plants 3 
Also Need A Bath 


" Foilage plants are like people-- 
they, too, need a bath. 

Plants won't tolerate a daily 
scrub-down, but take on a healthy. 
luster with an occasional leaf 
washing. Dirty foliage is unat- 
tractive especially in an otherwise 
spotless Florida room. 

If the leaves are heavy with 
grime, use soapy water, a soft 
cloth and a gently touch. Rubbing 
too hard will cause injury. 

Slightly dusty foliage will 
sparkle if polished with a flannel 
cloth. Plant polishes are available 
at the garden suppply store. But 
before you use them, be sure to 
read the directions. 

The proper watering of plants is 
more than giving them a bath. Too 
big a drink or none at all spells dis- 
aster. In general, most house plants 
require a thorough soaking once a 
week. 

Don't use cold water, as it shocks 
the plant. A small dash of water 
frequently makes the plant miser- 
able. Often the soil in the bottom of 
the container becomes dry, causing 
the plant to wilt or die. Keeping 
the plant roots soggy with water 
will kill them. 

Most foliage plants grow well 
at temperatures between 60 and 70 
degrees. Therefore, in summer pro- 
tect the plants from being broiled

Weak growth or light’ green , 
color’ on. otherwise healthy foliage 
perhaps. indicates too much light, 
lack of:fertilizer, root-rot or -poor 
root systems. Yellowing, wilting“or ae 
soft growth means too much heat, 
or root injury. - P 

Small leaves and long internodes a 
are signs that the plants are grow- 
ing with too little light or the tem- i 
perature is too high for the plant. 

If you are just.’starting a house 
plant project, here’re some sugges- 
tions on containers. : 

Wooden tubs are excellent since 
wood prevents rapid drying out of 
the soil! Jardiniers usually lack 
drainage holes, which may-cause a 
watering problem. Clay pots are*- 
fine and can be planted to blend 
with the colors in the patio. 

Brass and copper are ideal for 
table and mantle arrangements. 
But as these containers are usually 
small, pay careful attention to 
water and fertilizer. 

Soil is very important for house 
plants. Since they must survive on 
a very small amount, give them’ the 
best soil mixture available. There 
is no best mixture. However, a 
long-time favorite for many home- 
owners is a mixture of two parts 
peat and one part garden loam soil. 1 

If you are hunting for plants 
that take little care and will with- 
stand much abuse consider such 
plants as Bromeliads, Dracaena, 
Monstera Peperomia or Sanse- 
vieria. These plants don't seem to k 
mind low light intensity or warm. À 
dry rooms. 

Plants that will grow in full sun- 
light include Codiaeum, Dracaena 
Ficus, Philodendron selloum and 
Sansevieria. Plants that will tol- 
erate dry soils are Bromelaids,- 
Pandanus, Peperomia, Sansevieria 
and Scindapsus.
